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PREFACE to the Firſt Eprriox. 


HE Nature and Cauſes of Dropſies, have 
been inveſtigated at large, and the Indi- 
cations of Cure clearly laid down, by many 
eminent Writers; in particular by Boerhaave, . 
Hoffman, and Cullen, in their general Syſtems 
of Practice; and by Monro, Wilks, and others, 
in Eſſays profeſſedly written upon the Subject. 
But the Indication of the moſt Importance, that 
of evacuating the Waters by the Uſe of Me- 
dicines, has, 8 general, been attended with 
the greateſt Difficulty. 


Diaphoretics, Sudorifics, and Sialagogues, 
have very ſeldom produced the defired Effect. 
Emetics and Purgatives bave ſometimes been 
ſucceſsful in carrying off the Waters; but, much 
oftener, have only diminiſhed them to a cer- 
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tain Degree, and for a ſhort Time, becauſe 
the Debility which they occaſion is found to 
diſpoſe the Habit more ſtrongly to a Reaccu- 
malation of extravaſated Fluids. Which | 
Conſideration, may juftly render it doubtful, 
whether, upon the whole, more Harm than 
Good has not been done by theſe Medicines 


in the Treatment of Dropſical Patients. 


But the ſame ObjeQion cannot reaſonably 
be made againſt the Uſe of Diuretics, becauſe 
they ſeem to produce their Effects, without 


inducing Debility, and therefore are the only 


Claſs of Evacuants, which Authors have una- 


nimouſly agreed to recommend; and yet the 
ſtrangeſt Advocates for Diuretics acknowledge 


the Uncertainty of their Operation. 


Dr. Cullen, in his Syſtem of PraQiice lately 


publiſhed, after having allowed the Propriety 


of .

of diuretic Medicines in the Treatment of 
Dropſies, has added: It happens, how e;, 
« unluckily, that none f. ave 
te certain operation Tx * 

Induced by theſe Conſiderations, the Au- 
thor of the following Reports has made Trial 
of a greater Variety of diuretic Medicines in 
Dropſical Caſes than have generally been uſed, 
in Hopes of finding ſome one, more effica- 
cious than the reſt : and he flatters himſelf he 
may recommend, as ſuch, the celebrated In- 


dian Plant commonly called Tobacco. 


A Paragraph, in the third Volume of Dr. 
Duncan's very valuable Medical Commen- 
taries, firſt induced him to adminiſter Tobacco. 
It was Part of a Letter from Dr. Garden of 
Charles-Town, South-Carolina, to Dr. Hope 
of Edinburgh, wherein he ſays; * Here we 
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C 
* uſe with ſurpriſingly great efficacy, in drop- 
« fical caſes, the alkaline fixed ſalt of to- 
© bacco, &cF."” 7 | 

On reading this Account it occurred to him, 
that if this Salt was endued with any medici- 
nal Virtue ſuperior to that of the common 
fixed vegetable Alkali (the Uſe of which in 
Dropſies has long been well known to Phyſi- 
clans) it muft ariſe from ſome Property inhe- 
rent in Tobacco, and which, perhaps, had not 
been wholly deſtroyed by the Action of Fire; 
and if ſo, why not try the Plant itſelf? 


It appears, from the Hiſtory of this Plant, 
that it was firſt introduced into Europe by 
Monſieur Nicot, from the Iſland of Tobago, 
about the Year 1560, and that various medi- 
cinal Properties have been attributed to it, at 
different Times, eſpecially by foreign Phyſi- 
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cians. But, from whatever Cauſe it has hap- 
pened, the Generality of Writers on the Ma- 
teria Medica have ſpoken of it with great Cau- 
tion and Reſerve; and for the moſt Part have 
concluded their Remarks by declaring it, ei- 
ther obſolete, or ſo uncertain, violent, and dele- 
terious in its Effects, as to render its Exhibition 
unadviſable. | 

And, indeed, theſe Notions of the Plant 
have ſo far prevailed, that, excepting now and 
then by Way of Clyſter, the internal Uſe of 
Tobacco may fairly be conſidered as having 
no Place in modern PraQtice. 


Theſe conſiderations, however: have in no- 
wiſe diſcouraged the Author of the following 
Sheets, from commencing an Inquiry into 
the medicinal Effects of Tobacco; and, be- 


ing reſolyed to give a faithful Account of his 
own 
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own Experience and ' Obſervations, he has 


condutted the Inveſtigation thereof with the 


ſame Caution and Diligence, as if the Sub- 


ject had never been before treated. Each 
Caſe has been particularly deſcribed, and a 
Report has been made of the Effects of the 
Medicine upon every Patient. 


The Reſult of this Inquiry has afforded 
him very favourable Ideas upon the Subject; 


and he hopes to prove, by a conſiderable. 


Number of FaQs, that Tobacco may, under 
proper Regulations, be adminiſtered internally, 
not only as a ſafe, but as an efficacious and 
yaluable Remedy ; eſpecially, as a powerful 
Diuretic, in Caſes of Dropſies and Dyſuries. 


This Property, however, among the vaſt 


Number that have been attributed to it, ſeems 


ſcarcely to have been hinted at by Authors.

A Medicine poſſeſſing this Quality in an 
eminent Degree, has long been acknowledged 
to be a Deſideratum in Phyſic ; and let it be 
conſidered as 4 further Recommendation, that 
it is found in a Vegetable. Becauſe the Pro- 
duftons of Nature are generally conſtant and 
uniform, while thoſe of Art are too often vari- 


able and uncertain ; which is the Caſe in ſome 


of our moſt powerful chemical Remedies. 
In drawing up the ſubſequent Caſes, the 
Author being equally defirous to avoid the 
Prolixity of Repetition, and the Obſcurity of 
extreme Brevity, has only given 1 few Caſes 
at large; but has added others in an abſtracted 
Form, in which he has attempted to concen- 
trate all that was uſeful in each. The former 
will afford a ſufficient Specimen of the Me- 
thod and Care, with which the Originals of

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the abſtracted ones have been collected, and 


enable the Reader to form a tolerable Judg- 
ment of the Degree of Credit to which the

examining her Body, a Fluttuation is per- 

ceptible to the Touch. She has a ſhort Cough, 
with great Difficulty of Breathing on the leaft 

Exertion. Her Countenance is fallow, and 

Legs rather ſwelled. Her Stomach and Bowels 

are much afflicted with Wind, and, from a 

general Senſation of Fulneſs, ſhe ſleeps ill, 

and dares eat but very little at a Time. She 

has five or ſix Stools in a Day, and is thirſty, 

Her Tongue is clean, her Pulſe at 108 Strokes 

in a Minute, and weak. She has loſt both Fleſh 

and Strength. Her Urine has been very high 
coloured for two Months paſt, and not exceed- 
ing half a Pint in twenty-four Hours. Her 

Menſes are regular, but rather pale. About 

three Months ago, immediately after catching 

Cold upon a Journey, a ſudden Diminution

OBSERVATIONS. 


* E Caſe of William Bayley, being the 
firſt in which the Infuſion of Tobacco 
was adminiſtered, it was neceſſary to begin 
with {mall Doſes, and to augment them gra- 
dually. It deſerves Notice, that its diuretic 
Effects were perceptible, by the Time the 
Patient had taken the third Doſe, which was 
thirty Drops, and that his Urine continued 
* progreſſively to increaſe, till he had taken one 


hundred 
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Hundred and ſeventy-five at a Doſe ; that he 
had every Day an eaſy Stool extraordinary ; 
that there was no other ſingular Effect, except 
a flight Vertigo twice, during the firſt nine 
Days ; at the End of which, the Swellings were 
almoft entirely gone; and that the largeſt 
Doſe of the Infuſion (which was two hundred. 
Drops) produced not the leaſt alarming or 
deleterious Effect, either on the vital or ani- 
mal FunCtions. 


The Circumſtances, thus far, were as flat- 
tering as could well attend the firſt Tri al of 
an active Medicine. It is true the larger 
Doſes of it, after the Period mentioned, did 
not ſeem to agree ſo well, eſpecially when 
combined with the Lixivium and fixed alka- 
line Salt. The diuretic Effects, however, of 
the Infuſion were ſo far conſpicuous, as to 
determine me in my Intention of making fur- 
ther Trials of it, as ſoon as any other proper 
Caſes ſhould occur. 


Wich Regard to the Treatment of this Pa- 
tient not being longer continued, his Stomach 
having become ſqueamiſh, and Bowels irrit- 
able, the Swellings of his Legs trifling, and he 
able to return to his Work, it appeared moſt 
adviſable wholly to omit his Medicines. 


The Lixivium and Salt were added to: the 
Infuſion in this Caſe, upon the Suppoſition, 
D 2 4. an 
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that the fixed vegetable Alkali had had a con- 
ſiderable Share in the Succeſs of the Medi- 
cine, ſaid to have been given in South Caro- 
lina. But, from a Number of Fatis, I am 
now convinced, that I was right in my fuſt 
Conjecture, on reading that Account 1n the 
Me-ucal Commentaries; and that the Salt of 
1 obacco, which they made Uſe of ( eſpecially 
if it was adminiſtered unſeparated from the. 
Aſhes / was not a pure fixed vegetable Alkali; 

but a vegetable Salt, partaking more or leſs 
of the native Virtues of the Plant. 


The diuretic Effects of the Infuſion, in the 
two following Caſes, were very pointed and 
ſucceſsful. In that of Job Kite, the dropſi- 


cal Symptoms, from which the Abdomen was 


not exempt, were.. combined with a very ca- 
chettic Habit, cauſed by the long Continu- 
ance of an obſtinate Ague; and in that of 
William Marſhal], conneded with old. Age, 
Cough, and Shortneſs of Breath. 


The Effect of the Infuſion were not a little 
ſurpriſing in the Cale of Samuel Shenton; for 
although it did not terminate ſucceſsfully, yet 
the immenſe Quantity of Waters was almoſt 
wholly evacuated in a very ſhort Time, by the 
powerful Operation of the Medicine, * Nor 


was it at all wonderful, that a Re-accumula- 


tion of extravalated Fluids, ſhould afterwards 

takes Place in a Habit, which, from a deep 

rooted Scrophula of five Years, was 3

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with lymphatic Obſtructions, and great general 
Debility; nor that the Stomach ſhould at laſt 
reject the Medicine in a Conſtitution ſo much 
exhauſted. 


The Caſe of Jane Ruſhton, was the moſt 


ſucceſsful and ſatisfactory of the Kind I ever 
treated; for the dropfical Diſtention of her 
Body, although ſhe was a very little Woman, 
was reduced without any fatiguing Operation, 
ten Inches and a Quarter in Circumference. 
The Cure, through the whole Progreſs of the 
Treatment, ſtrongly correſponded with the 
diuretic Effects of the Medicine; it was 
ſpeedy, radical, and permanent,

The Caſe of Mrs. B — was alſo very 
ſucceſsful, the Operations of the Medicines 
were effedtual, and her Recovery was com- 

leted in a ſhort Time. I have ſaid cured 
chiefly by the Infuſion, becauſe I allow the 
Cream of Tartar to have done ſome Service ; 


but as the chief Increaſe of the Urine always 


correſponded with the Exhibition of the In- 
fuſion, which was, as uſual in other Caſes, ac- 
companied with a flight Vertigo, it appears 
very reaſonable to conclude, that the principal 
Share of the Cure was owing to the Tobacco. 
The Medicine in which it was adminiſtered, 
I conſider as no more than a coinciding Ve- 
hicle preſcribed for the Occaſion ; and there- 
fore have not thought it of Conſequence 
enough to be inſerted in the Chapter of For- 
mulz.

The 
Reaſon why the Foxglove was preſcribed, 
when the Diſeaſe was ſo nearly removed by 
the Uſe of Tobacco, was in order to try the 
operative Effects of the former with thoſe of 
the latter in the fame Caſe. Accordingly, 
after three Days Interval, the Powder of the 
Foxglove was given, and was attended with a 
freſh Increaſe of Urine, and the Diſappear- 
ance of the ſlight Remains of the Aſcites. In- 
deed I have not the ſmalleſt Doubt, __— 

either 
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either of the Medicines alone, would have 
been perfectly ſufficient for the Removal of 
the Diſeaſe; becauſe, from former Experi- 
ence, I had found this Patient's Conſtitution 
favourable to the Operation of a ſedative 
Diuretic. It may be thought ſomewhat ex- 
traordinary, why I began with ſuch large 
Doſes of the Infuſion in the preſent Caſe ;

This morbid Maſs ap- 
peared of a variegated Colour, and of a ſtea- 
tomatous Conſiſtence and Inequality ; but on 
cutting into it, it was found leſs firm towards 
the Centre, where it was ſo tender as to give 
Way to the ſlighteſt Preſſure ; and in a Num- 
ber of Cavities, occupying nearly one half of 
the central Part of the Maſs, was contained a

HE eight preceding Caſes were not mark- 

ed by any Diſcharge of Gravel, and in 
ſeveral of them no Cauſe could be fatisfatto- 
rily aſſigned; yet they were all more or leſs 
relieved, and ſeyeral of them in a very ſhort 
Time. 


It . was obſervable in the Caſe of Phebe

Having thus animadverted on the Treatment 
of particular Caſes, I ſhall conclude this Section 


with two or three general Obſervations. Few 


Diſeaſes, I believe, are more diſtreſſing to Pa- 
tients, or embarraſſing to Prattitioners, with- 
out being more ſpeedily fatal, than thoſe which 
come under the Denomination of Dyſuries. 
This ariſes partly from the Obſcurity of the 
Cauſes in many Caſes, and partly from the 
Difficulty of removing them, when known in 
others: witneſs a Stone in the Kidnies, or 
an Ulcer of the Bladder. But neither Obſcuri- 
ty, nor Difficulty ſhould diſcourage us from 
uſing our beſt Endeavours to relieve a ſuffer- 
ing Fellow Creature. I am well aſſured that 


L many 
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many ' Perſons will diſcharge a large Quantity 
of red Sand in their Urine at Times, without 
having the leaſt Uneaſineſs from that Circum- 
ſtance; and I have known many very painful 
Dyſuries, where neither the Appearance of 
gritty Matter, nor any other Cauſe could be 
reaſonably aſſigned; and yet have been mate- 
rially relieved, by a patient Attention to the 
Caſe, and a prudent Adminiſtration of Medi- 
eines. I have therefore thought it more ad- 
viſable to expreſs myſelf with ſome Degree 
of Caution and Reſerve with regard to Cauſas; 
accordingly, I have frequently made Uſe of 
the Phraſes: a Dyſury appareniiy from Gravel, 
or @ Dyſury attended with a Diſcharge of Gra- 
vel, rather than aſſume a more decided: Tone, 
in aſſigning the Cauſes of a Diſeaſe, which are 
but too often ſo obſcure as not to be aſſignable

Dr. Lewis gives us the pharmaceutic Hiſtory of Tobacco, 
in his Materia Medica, P. 390. in the following Words. 

« The leaves of tobacco have a ſtrong diſagreeable ſmell, 
and a very acrid burning taſte. They give out their acrid 
matter both to water and ſpirit, moſt perfectly to the lat- 


ter: the aqueous infuſions are of 22 or brown colour, 


the ſpirituous of a deep n. ey yield nothing conſi- 
derable in diſtillatio with either menſtraum: nevertheleſs 
their acrimony is greatly abated in the inſpiſſation of the 
tinctures, the watery extract being leſs pungent than the 
leaves themſelves, and the ſpirituous got much more ſo. 
The ſeveral ſorts of tobacco brought from abroad, are 
ſtronger in taſte than that of our own growth, and the ex- 
tracts made from them much more fiery, but ia leſs quantity,”

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OBSERVATIONS. 
HEN I firſt began to conſider the Na- 


\ \ ture and Virtues of Tobacco, with a 
View to its Adminiſtration, it occurred to me, 
that if a certain Portion of the Heib was ma- 
cerated for a limited Time, in a given Quan- 
tity of aqueous Menſtruum, aſſiſted by the 
temperate and ſteady Heat of boiling Water, 
it would be-likely to produce a Medicine of a 
conſtant and equal Strength. Accordingly, I 
preſcribed the preceding Infuſion, and my Ex- 
pettations were not diſappointed. It has alſo 
been found of ſufficient Activity to admit of 
being divided into Doſes by Drops; for which 
Reaſon I have never had Occaſion to alter 
the Proportion of the Plant, firſt preſcribed. 
But if any one ſhould think the Number of 
Drops, neceſſary to a Doſe, more numerous 
than convenient, that Objettion may be eaſily 
obviated, by increaſing the Strength of the 
Infuſion, and making a proportionable Di- 
minution in the Number of Drops to each Doſe. 


Of the Chalybeate Pills, I have preſcribed 
many Thouſands; and in cachettic Habits, 
marked by extreme Paleneſs of Face and Lips, 
a general Senſation of coldneſs of the Body, e /. 
pecially of the Feet, a feeble Pulſe, accompant- 
ed with general chronic Weakneſs, independ ent 
of any confiderable organic Diſeaſe, I have found 


them of the greateſt Service; and (were it not 
| foreign 
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foreign to the preſent Subject) could produce 
ſeveral pointed Caſes of their Efficacy. 


I conſider the Salt of Steel as the beſt Pre- 
paratian of that Metal, for it appears by far 
the moſt certain and powerful in its Effects, 
and ſo much ſuperior to the Bark, as a gene- 
ral Cotroborant, that I am greatly ſurpriſed 
that it has not been more generally relied on 
in modern Practice; eſpecially as it has been 
ſo highly recommended by certain Authors of 
great Reputation, in the Beginning of the pre- 
ſent Century. 8 65 


The Tincture, Wine, and Vinegar of To- 
bacco, are prepared with the ſame Proportion 
of the Herb as the Infuſion, and have been 
found, as well as the Pills, upon many Trials, 
to be powerfully diuretic. The Infuſion (be- 
ing the firſt which I happened to make Uſe of) 
has been by far the moſt frequently preſcrib- 
ed; yet I have good Reaſon to believe, from 
various Trials, that the Tintture and Wine, 
which are more elegant Preparations, may 
either of them be ſubſtituted for the Infuſion, 
as an officinal Medicine with equal Succeſs, 
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15 is of r Conlequince. to wy accu- 
rate in the Doſes of an active Medicine; 
and therefore Attention ought to be paid to 
this Circumſtance. The Mode of Drops has 
ge 3 been thought the moſt convenient, 
or the doſing of auld Medicines of the more 
active Kind; although there arg more Cir- 
cumſtances, which are liable to vary the e 
of Drops, than moſt People are aware, of. 


If, however, the Infufion be carefully ry 
ped, from a two Ounce-vial, with a broad 
Margin, and little more than hatf full, it will 
be found accurate enough for our Pu 9

introduced into _ thecary's Shop, for the Purpoſe 
of proportioning the — of thoſe liquid officinal Medi- 
cines which are diſpenſed by Drams: for Nothing was ever 
worſe calculated for the Meaſurement of the eighth Part of 
an Ounce, — common Pewter Ounce-Meaſure of tlie 
Shops.

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which are graduated into ſixteen Parts, for 
the Purpoſe of meaſuring Drams. And as a 
Dram by Meaſure, if accurately graduated, 
contains about eighty or eighty-four Drops of 
the Infuſion, this Mode of proportioning the 
Medicine, may be adopted for the Sake of Ex- 
pedition, when the Doſes are large. But when 
the Doſes are ſmall, or a nice Variation be- 
comes requiſite, in order to obtain the proper 
Effects; the Mode of dropping it, as already 
deſcribed, ought certainly to be preferred. 


It appears from more extenſive Obſerva- 
tions, that a Doſe of the Infuſion, ſufficient in 
general to produce its diuretic Effect, with only 
a ſlight Degree of: Vertigo and Nauſea, will 
be about fixty Drops twice a Day. It would 
therefore feem reaſonable to conclude that 
forty-five Drops, for a Patient of fifteen Years 
of Age, thirty for one of ten, and fifteen for 


one of five, would be in proportion; and upon 


Trial I have found theſe Doſes not far from 
the Mark. But I have met with ſeveral In- 


ſtances, wherein the Medicine has affected 


theſe Patients, more in Proportion than Adults; 
and therefore any Precept for beginning with 
an inferior Doſe, and increaſing it by Degrees, 
is particularly applicable to young Subjects. 
To Children under two or three Years of Age, 
J have feldom ventured to adminiſter it; be- 
cauſe they could not deſcribe the Effetts of 
ſo active a Medicine. X 
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The Variation of Doſes, however, even for 
Adults, ſuitable to different Conſtitutions, ad- 
mits of a very conſiderable Latitude, being 
from thirty or forty Drops, to eighty or one 
hundred twice a Day. It will therefore, be 
adviſable in general, to begin the Courſe of 
the Medicine with a Number of Drops, one 
fourth leſs than the Average-doſe of ſixty 
Drops, and to increaſe theni by two, three, or 
four at a Time, until they produce ſome In- 
creaſe of Urine, or at leaſt, a ſlight Degree 
of Vertigo or Nauſea®, for about five or ten 
Minutes after each Doſe. ' 

It will be prudent alſo, in all weak, delicate, 
and irritable Conſtitutions, eſpecially in thoſe 
of Women and Children, to begin with one 
half, or one third of the Average-doſe, and 
to give the Medicine three Times a Day inſtead 
of twice, and then gradually to increaſe or 
diminiſh the Doſes, until they produce the de- 
fired Effects upon the Syſtem. This Method 
of dividing the aggregate Number of Drops 
in a Day, -into three Doſes inſtead of two, fo

The diuretic Effect of the Medicine, having been fre- 
quently attended with more or leſs of Vertigo and Nauſea, 
I was formerly induced to believe they were in ſome Mea- 
ſure eſſential to that Evacuation, and were therefore allaw- 


ed to continue moſtly for half an Hour or upwards, which 


proved troubleſome to ſome Patients. But from my later 
—— I am ſtrongly perſuaded, that thoſe troubleſome 
Effects are not eſſential to its diuretic Operation; and that 


the chief Advantage which is gained under theſe Circum- 


ſtances, ariſes trom the Medicine being adminiſtered at ſuch 
— 4 in the largeſt Doſes that the Conſtitution will ad- 
mit . N 
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that the Head and Stomach may be leſs liable 
to be affected, will alſo be proper to be adopt- 
ed, when the Medicine has been adminiſtered 
in the uſual Manner twice a Day, to Patients 
apparently of a robyſt, or at leaſt, common 


Conſtitution ; and yet, from Idioſyncraſy, the 


operative Effects ſhall prove troubleſome. 
| 


The propereſt Times for adminiſtering the 
Infuſion twice a Day, are two Hours before 
Dinner, and at Bed-time; and when thrice a 
Day, at ten o'Clock in the Morning, at four 
in the Afternoon, and at Bed-time. It is ob- 
ſervable, that almoſt all Patients can bear the 
Medicine the beſt in the Evening, when going 
to Bed; and that it diſagrees the moſt in a 
Morning, when the Stomach is empty. 


The Infuſion ſhould always be adminiſtered 
in ſome Vehicle, which may in general be 
Water; but if the Patient's Stomach ſhould 
be delicate, or ſqueamiſh, a Cordial Draught 
or Julep will be preferable. 


The Medicine ſhould ſeldom be tried for 


leſs than a Week, if we wiſh to obtain a pro- 
per Specimen, even of its operative Effects; 
and ſhould be continued at leaſt ſome Days 
longer, before we determine negatively with 
reſpect to its curative Influence. 


If the Medicine has been uſed for a conſi- 
derable Period, its operative Effełts will ſome- 


M 2 times 
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times become ſenſibly diminiſhed.” In ſuch 
Caſes, it will generally be found neceſſary to 
increaſe the Doſes, in order to obtain the for- 
mer Effects. And for the ſame Purpoſe, it 
will alfo ſometimes be found uſeful, to inter- 
mit? the Medicine for a Seaſon; b which 
Means, on reſuming its Uſe, che Effects will 
frequently become as conſpicuous as at the firſt. 


There are other Caſes, in which, either from 
Idioſyncraſy, or accidental Circumſtances, it 
will diſagree, after it has been ſucceſsfully ex- 
hibited for ſome Time; although the Inſtances 
are very rare. When, however, ſuch Caſes 
do occur, it will be found neceſſary to leſſen 
the Doſes, until no more than the deſired Ef- 
fects are produced. 


I have already intimated in the Preface, that 
Clylters'of Tobacco are ſometimes preſcribed 
in modern Practice. It is much to be regret- 
ted that they are not in more general Ufe. But 
Clyſters of the Fume of Tobacco (the Sort 
moſt frequently made Uſe of) are liable to two 
very materia Objections. Few: People, even 
of the Faculty, are in Poſſeſſion of thoſe com- 
plex Machines, neceſſary for adminiſtering a 
Clyſter of this Kind; which, when made Uſe » 
of, there 1s no convenient Method of aſcer- 
taining the Quantity of Fume, requiſite for 
obtaining the defired Effett. From the firſt 
of theſe Circumſtances, this Remedy is fre- 
25 = > xd not employed when moſt wanted; _ 
— rom 
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from the ſecond, the Patient is liable to ſuffer 
much (whatever may be the Succeſs attendin 
it) from the extreme Vertigo, Nauſea, &c. 
which fo frequently accompany the Uncertain- 
ty of the Doſe. Now both theſe Difficulties 
would be materially obviated, by making Ufe 
of a liquid Preparation of Tobacco, ſuch as 
the preceding Infuſion, which may be inject- 
ed by Means of a common Clyſter-pipe ; and 
when once the Average-doſe and operative 
Effects of ſuch a Medicine are ſufficiently aſ- 
certained, there is a great Probability that 
Tobacco, exhibited by Way of Clyſter, will 
be rendered much more eſſentially uſeful in 
Practice than heretofore, 


I believe about an Ounce of the Infuſion, 
will be found a Medium-dole in a Clyſter, for 
an Adult of an ordinary Conſtitution; but I 
have not yet had a ſufficient Number of theſe 
Caſes, to enable me to aſcertain this Point, 
with ſo much Preciſion as I could wiſht. The 
general Rule, however, which I have laid 
down for myſelf, is this. Suppoſing a common

Effect, I would order one of an Ounce of 
the Infuſion, agreeable to the preceding Ob- 
ſervation, in half a Pint of Milk, or common 
Gruel, to be immediately injected. If this 
procured no relieving Stool, or excited no 
Giddineſs or Nauſea, continuing for the Space 
of twenty, thirty, or forty Minutes (theſe laſt 
Effects, in obſtinate Conſtipations, frequently 


preceding its laxative Operation) then I would 


gradually increaſe the Strength of the future 
Injections, till one or other of theſe Effects 
ſhould take Place. By this Mode of proceed- 
ing, the Powers of the Medicine (whether 
ſucceſsful or not) will be fully tried in the Space 
of a few Hours; a Matter of ſerious Conſe- 


quence, where Suſpenſe is diſtreſſing, and 


Delay dangerous. 


It is almoſt ſuperfluous to add, that when 
the Medicine is adminiſtered by the Anus, the 
ſame proportional Allowarices mult be made 
for the Difference of Age, Sex, and Conſti- 
tution, as when exhibited by the Stomach, 
otherwiſe we muſt not be ſurpriſed if the Ef- 
fects are found contrary to our ExpeQaation.

In large Doſes it is likewiſe diuretic, at- 
tended with a greater Degree and longer Con- 


tinuance of Giddineſs and Sickneſs, and ſome- 


times proves laxative. | 
In painful Caſes it generally proves anodyne. 


It will in ſome Patients cauſe a Drowſineſs, 
and procure Sleep; and in others, a Senſe of 


Drowſineſs, accompanied with Heat and Reſt- 
leſſneſs. 


It has now and then in certain Caſes 1 
ed a Griping and Purging; in others, a Vomit- 
ing, Sweating, Expettoration, or EruRtation ; - 
and in others, a Headach or Tremors. 


: It has in ſome few Caſes cauſed a Pyrofis 
(or watery Belching) a Hiccough, a tranſient 
Confuſion of Ideas, and a very flight ſedative 
Effect upon the Pulſe; and now and then, 
contrary to its laxative Quality, i it has induced 


a Tendency to Coſtiveneſs. 


But thefe latter Effects, namely, Griping, 
Purging, &c. provided the Medicine be given 
with proper Care and Attention, occur but ſel- 
dom, and are of ſhort Duration; and there- 
fore ought not to be eſteemed a Part of its 
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Of the four principal and moſt uſual opera- 
tive Effects a the Medicine, collected from 
about four hundred Caſes, treated with Doſes 
ſomewhat larger than 1 preſcribe at preſent, 
an Increaſe of Urine being the moſt frequent, 
it has cauſed a Vertigo in near two Thirds, a 
Nauſea in about one half, and proved laxative 
in about one fourth of that Number. 


It is obſervable that the operative Effects 
of the Medicine in general, are proportiona- 
bly ſtronger in all weak, delicate, and irrita- 
ble Conſtitutions, particularly in thoſe of Wo- 
men and Children, and vice verſa. 

I have tried the Effects of Tobacco in a 
great many Diſeaſes, independent of Dropſies 
and Dyſuries; and although the Number of 
Caſes have ſtill been too few to enable me to 
deduce from them, any general practical Con- 
cluſions, yet it may reaſonably be expected 
that I ſhould make a few Remarks upon this 
Part of my Experience. They will at leaſt 
give ſome further Idea of the general Line of 
Inveſtigation that has been adopted, and may 
probably afford ſome uſeful Hints, to future 
Inquirers upon this Subject. ts 


I have preſcribed the Infuſion, in man 
eruptive Caſes, particularly thoſe commonly 
called ſcorbutic, and in ſome of them it has 
been of Service. I have alſo tried it in ſeve- 
ral Caſes of Coughs and Aſthmas, in which it 
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has ſometimes proved expectorant“ and pro- 
cured Relief; I have adminiſtered it in ſome 
Caſes of nervous Aﬀettions ef the ſpaſmodic 
Kind with Advantage. In ſeveral other Diſ- 
eaſes, in which it has been exhibited, its Ef- 
fects have likewiſe been found beneficial and 
flattering, while in many others it has procur- 
ed no Rehef. | | 


I have only had Opportunities of trying 
the Medicine, in a few Caſes of Iaundice A 
biliary Calculi, but with apparent Rellef; and 
am ſtrongly inclined to believe, that it will be 
found of real Service in this Diſeaſe, by pro- 
moting a Secretion of the extraneous Bile 
floating in the Blood, through the Kidnies, 
from its diuretic Effects; and by favouring 
the Diſgharge of the Concretions into the in- 
teſtinal Canal, from its anodyne and relaxing 
Effects upon the biliary Dutts. 


I have preſcribed Clyſters of the Infuſion 
of Tobacco in ſeveral Caſes of the Colic, with 
deſirable Effect, after the ordinary Means had 
failed. |

A ſtrong marked Caſe of Tympanitis In- 
teſtinalis (or Tympany from Flatulence in the 
Bowels) of two Years Continuance, ' after the 
Trial of various Remedies with little or no 
Benefit, has been ſurpriſingly relieved by Clyſ-

I have alſo adminiſtered it in different Spe- 
cies of Dyſury to more than fifty Patients, in- 
cluding the Caſes which are contained in the 
ſecond Section, and they have all been more 
or leſs relieved in the Proportion of ſeven out 
of eight, which it muſt be acknowledged, is a 
favourable Account of its curative Influence 
in ſuch a painful Complaint. 


Upon the whole, from the Facts and Obſer- 
vations which have been adduced, relative to 
the medicinal Properties and Virtues of To- 
bacco, I hope it will appear reaſonable to 
draw the following practical Concluſions. 


1/2. That the Infuſion of Tobacco is generally 
diuretic, frequently anodyne, and ſometimes laxa-

3d. That, in general, it is of great Service

But the ope- 
rative Effects by which they ſeem to differ the moſt from each 
other, are, Nauſea from the Squill, diminiſhed Pulſe from 
the Foxglove (although not a frequent Effect) and Vertigo
